A subscriber asks the favor of an 


igiplanation of the terms "Tory" and 
•"Liberal" as applied to the political 
parties in England. The word 
"Tory" was derived from a term ap- 
plied, as Eoger North says, to "the 
most despicable savages among the 
wild Irish;" and was first used in 
1676 during the struggle for the 
exclusion of the Duke of York from 
the line of succession, the name be- 
ing given to the followers of the 
Dnke because he favored Irishmen. 
Johnson's definition of a Tory was 
this: "One who adheres to the an- 
cient constitution of the state and 
the apostolical hierarchy of the 
Church of England." 
The word 


"Whig" is a contraction of "Whig- 
eamore," which in the south of 
Scotland used to denote a driver. 
In 1648, a party of covenanters at- 
tacked Edinburgh, and after this 
"Whiggamore's campaign," 
the 


word was taken up as a term of re- 
proach and applied to the oppon- 
ents of the court. Since the pass- 
age of the reform measures of this 
century the political successors of 
thetwop«rUesh»vebeen knownas 
'(Conservatives" and "Liberals."

SPRIKOPIELD, May 1?.—The politi

The candidates have all

gan and Hon. C. B. Farwell, the leaden 
of the Grant and Elaine forces, both 
arrived from Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing, and were in consultation with their 
adherents all day, preparing for the 
coming contest. 
The Cook county 


"embriggle," as Uncle Jesse Dubois 
would have called it, is almost the only 
topic of conversation. 
Until that is 


disposed of the actual strength of the 
contending forces, in regard to the 
Presidency, cannot be accurately de- 
termined. 
A strong advance guard, 


from both the Farwell Hall and the 
Palmer House delegations, arrived from 
Chicago yesterday, and made lots of 
music. Both sides come fortified with 
any quantity of circulars, statements, 
legal opinions, affidavits and other evi- 
dence to support them in the positions 
they have assumed, and, if the delegates 
from the rest of the State do not folly 
understand the case by Wednesday, it 
will certainly not be for lack of oppor- 
tunity. The Grant delegation ask sim- 
ply that those of their delegates repre- 
senting the senatorial district which 
they carried at the primaries shall be 
admitted to seats, and they insist that 
they will be satisfied with nothing less. 
OQ the other hand, the Farwell Hall 
delegation demand that they all be ad- 
mitted, and say that none of them will 
go into the Convention unless all of 
them do. This being the situation, it 
is plain that one aide or die other must 
make concessions, or that serious trouble 
will result. Both sides profess to be 
anxious to preserve harmony, but do 
not see any way of securing this most 
desirable .result unless their demands 
are complied with. 


Nothing was developed yesterday to 


indicate positively what the outcome 
of tha matter will be. Both aides are 
making every exertion to increase their 
strength, in order, if possible, to carry 
their point, bat it would as yet be un- 
safe to make any predictions. 
The 


same delightful uncertainty prevails as 
to what Illinois will do in regard to the 
presidential question, because so much 
depends upon the settlement of this 
Cook county matter. It w, ot course, 
generally admitted that Gen. Grant will 
secure the delegates at large, and nearly 
all of those from the congressional dia- 
tricte. but the question of enforcing 
the unit rule in his favor is still nntet- 
tied. 


As to other candidates,while they pre-

EDISON'S Electric Light has found 


its first application in the new steam- 
ship Columbia, bailt by Mr. John 
Roach, at Chester, and to be used in 
the line plying between San Francisco 
and Portlanld, Oregon. Four Edison 
generators have been placed in tbe en- 
gine room, and these furnish the cur- 
rent for 120 lamps suspended in the 
state rooms and saloons. The "Maxim" 
electric light, whioh is from the voltaic 
arc, is used as a headlight on the same 
ship, another dynamo electric machine 
being employed to furnish electricity. 
The essential difference between the 
voltaic arc and the incandescent system 
adopted by Edison is indicated by the 
different twe made of the two lamps 
and the use of two systems instead of 
one. Neither lamp oonld be used as a 
substitute for the other. It is possible 
that the Edison light may prove econo- 
mical on a steamship, where thcra is 
surplus steam power, even though it 
should be more costly than gas for 
household illumination. 
It does not 


seem probable, however, that the Edl 
son lamp has passed beyond tbe experi- 
mental stage and the fixtures on the 
Columbia are fitted for oil lamps in case 
of accident to the electric lights. The 
limited size of apartments on a steam- 
ship makes an electric light very desir- 
able, because it does not vitiate the air 
u a lamp or gas does and this was 
probably the reason for this early at- 
tempt to use the Edison lamp for steam- 
ship pnrposefl.
